The board of pharmacy may
designate a substance as an imitation controlled
substance pursuant to the board’s rulemaking authority
and in accordance with chapter 17A.

If a substance has not been designated as an
imitation controlled substance by the board of pharmacy
and if dosage unit appearance alone does not establish
that a substance is an imitation controlled substance,
the following factors may be considered in determining
whether the substance is an imitation controlled
substance:

1. The person in control of the substance expressly
or impliedly represents that the substance has the
effect of a controlled substance.

2. The person in control of the substance expressly
or impliedly represents that the substance because
of its nature or appearance can be sold or delivered
as a controlled substance or as a substitute for a
controlled substance.

3. The person in control of the substance either
demands or receives money or other property having a
value substantially greater than the actual value of
the substance as consideration for delivery of the
substance.

Upon publication of
objection to a new substance being designated as a
controlled substance under this chapter by the board,
control under this chapter is stayed until the board
publishes its decision. If a substance is designated
as controlled by the board under this subsection the
control shall be considered a temporary and—if;—within

the boardshall benullified amendment to the schedules

of controlled substances in this chapter. TIf the
board so designates a substance as controlled, which
is considered a temporary amendment to the schedules
of controlled substances in this chapter, and if

the general assembly does not amend this chapter to
enact the temporary amendment and make the enactment
effective within two years from the date the temporary
amendment first became effective, the temporary
amendment is repealed by operation of law two years
from the effective date of the temporary amendment. A
temporary amendment repealed by operation of law is
subject to section 4.13 relating to the construction
of statutes and the application of a general savings
provision.

However, the terms and conditions of probation shall
require submission to random drug testing. If the
person fails a drug test, the court may transfer
the person’s placement to any appropriate placement
permissible under the court order.
